THE COMMON COUNCIL O? THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE 

I have received Bill A“77-04~01, Appropriation Ordinance A'-09--77, 
which appropriates 1977 Revenue Sharing funds. The ordinance v/hich 
was prepared for my signature differs from published reports of the 
action which was taken on this ordinance at the CouncE meeting of 
April 26, 1977. 

I was of the impression that Council had amended the ordinance that 
I submitted; however, the ordinance which was sent to me for signa¬ 
ture on Wednesday, April 27, 1977, has not been amended and is the 
original ordinance that I submitted to you intact. 

City Attorney WEliam Salin has advised me that the ordinance which is 
in my possession is the only valid ordinance dealing with the appropri¬ 
ation of Revenue Sharing funds. He has assured me that my signature 
on this ordinance would allow the City to spend Revenue Sharing dollars 
as I recommended. It is not my desire, however, to circumvent the will 
of the Council on what appears to be a technical error, and I am willing 
to work with Council to correct this document so that the expenditure of 
Revenue Sharing funds wEl reflect Council’s priorities as well as my own. 
Unfortunately, the City Attorney advises that any changes in the document 
which I have received must be made by the Council as a whole, and not by 
any individual. 

Therefore, I am anxious to meet with CouncE to correct the error in this 
ordinance. It goes v/ithout saying that such a meeting with CouncE and 
myself must take place in the very near future. As a convenience to you 
and the Council, I am willing to meet with you at the beginning of your 
session this week for the purpose of correcting errors in Ordinance 
A-09-77 as submitted to me. Therefore, I shall appear before you vri.th 
this ordinance at 7:30 p.m. on Tuesday, May 3, 1977.

Dear Mayor Armstrongs 

I have received and noted the content of your letter of 
May 2 , 1977. 

You are correct in your impression that Council had amended 
Appropriation Ordinance No. A-09-77, which appropriates 1977 
Revenue Sharing Funds. 

In order that the record may be set straight on the passing 
and transmittal to you of this Ordinance, vre emphasize that 
on April 26, 1977 the Common Council did in fact cimend said 
Ordinance No. A-09-77 by striking therefrom the following: 

Board of Aviation - Smith Field in the 
amount of $-100,000; 

Police Department, Police Vice Squad, 

Bay Money $14,500; 

Personnel - Summer youth $100,000. 

Upon discovering on April 27, 1977 that the wrong Ordinance 
had bean taken up to your office the Common Council Secretary, 
Mrs. Natka Eschoff, talked to Mrs. Ilo Patten and Hr. David 
Beers of your office. Mrs. Eschoff was informed that when 
Ordinances are received in your office they are locked up 
and therefore the Ordinance could not be returned in exchange 
for the corrected Amended Ordinance. 

On Thursday morning, April 28, 1977, well before you had 
returned to the City of Fort Wayne, Mr. Charles W. Westerman, 
City Clerk, sett your office a copy of the vote sheet showing 
deletions of the $100,000 from Board of Aviation - Smith Field, 
$14,500 from the Police Vice Squad Buy-money, and $100,000 
frora Personnel - Sumraer Youth. His letter again explained 
the amendment and asked you to attach what Council nov? sends 
you as the .Ordinance passed by tlie Council on April 26, 1977 
and to return same in due course to Common Council, \-7ith your 
action noted thereon. Of course, at this point you could

exercise your prerogative as to approval or disapproval of 
the Ordinance as amended. 

Accordingly^ I hand you herewith the original c-f the vote 
sheet showing the cimendment of the Ordinance and the deletions 
of the aforementioned three matters totaling a deletion of 
$214,500 and respectfully request your action on the Amended 
Ordinance.
